On the legal side of the craze 
were seven 
reported arrest*, 
five of which resulted In con­ 
victions. Two are still pending 
court action. 
Another case was settled out 
of court for $5,000 and on an ­ 
other occasion three bd.vs ap­ 
peared 
in court 
wrapped in 
bandages. 
To sum up the entire article 
it might ne a good Idea to 
let our governm ent do all lh* 
rocket experimenting. 
(lur scientists know all th* 
answers, while we laymen only 
know what appears in written 
reports. 
We may hr much safer fol­ 
lowing our norm al everyday 
lives.
